The followihg letter baa Just been 
received, by a friend at the Univer- 
sity, from Roy Parkhiil, Commerce 
'17, who is }n Texas, training with the 
Royal Flying Corps: 

Camp Beubrook, Texas, 
February 19, 1918. 

Dear , It was Just three months 

ago yestei'day that I arrived in Texas, 
which I thought «as an awful place 
to be sent to. But things have 
changed, our camp is completed now, 
and the camp is :iot under quarnn- 
tlne, and no desirable rendezvous is 
OUI of bounds. Everything is all Lu 
the good, except, well, .the hours; but 
what can .me exi>act When there is 
lots of work to do. 

I want to thank you for thnae 
Dailies which yuii sent not so long 
ago. I appreciated them a lot, and I 
am sure A. K. McM'nn, Slst Squadron, 
appreciates them blso, as I passed 
them on to him. He was a partial 
student before entering Arts '20. ' 

Eiven if I am not in France I am 
where I can hear nitillery firing, and 
we see aeroplanes flying around. There 
is a large U. S. camp about five 
miles from our camp, and further out 
in the country, in the opposite direc- 
tion, Is an artillery camp at a range. 
They are poundinK away quite regu- 
larly, and it sounds extremely close 
sometimes. 

1 guess you would like to know 
about the death of our most popular 
officer and most skilled flier. Captain 
Vernon • Castle. It occurred early last 
Friday morning, February 15; A 
cadet who was a little nervous about 
piloting the machine alone, went up 
with Castle, who climbed into the 
front seat. .The pilot's seat is<at the 
rear, and ' contains the instruments, 
throttle, switch, and a Joy-stlek. AU 
the front seat haa is a Joy-stick, It' is 
very unusual for the officers to go up 
in the front seat with a cadet behind. 
Ckstle, and an American cadet . had 
been up for an hour, and were com- 
ing down when another cadet, alone, 
flew across the path of Castle's ma- 
chine. Castle was about a hundred 
feet up, and made his machine zoom, 
or leap up OS fast as possible. Then 
I believe the motor stalled, and in the 
middle of a turn after* this -/oom, ho 
side-slipped and hit the ground bo- 
fore he could get out of the side-slip. 
He was instantly killed, and the cadet 
suffered a broken nose and a cut ncai 
his eye. The machine was such a 
wreck that It took the ambulance 
men ten minutes to cut away the 
machine, so they could pull Castle

Since the first year of the war, McGill University has made a 
practice, whether intentionally or not, of raising each spring a unit 
for service overseas, chiefly to the end that students and graduates 
desirous of volunteering for tlie front might find therein a place 
among cougeuial companions of equal alms and equal attainments. 
It is a matter of pride to reflect upon what the University has been 
enabled to achieve in the direction of military effort, and to review 
the successes which have been met with by many of the McGill men 
•who have served and are serving as volunteers. First there came 
that splendid bodj- of men comprising the First University Company, 
a unit followed in quick succession by the five other University Com- 
panies. In 1916 .the original McGill Siege Battery was raised, toge- 
ther with the 148th Battalion; and in 1917 the number of McGill 
units overseas was added to by the successful recruiting of the Siege 
Artillery Draft, which is now known as the 10th Canadian Siege Bat- 
tery. Many of the members of these units have rendered gallant ser- 
vice at the front, and not a few h»ve been rewarded by the receipt 
of different decorations. 

Is the record of 1915, 1916, and 1917 to be continued, or is the 
inauguration of the draft system throughout Canada to put an end 
to the raising of additional units by the University} 

McGill Daily, as the mouthpiece of the student body, feels that 
some intimation should be given regarding the policy which the Uni- 
versity is to putsue in this matter. It is true that the ranks of elig- 
ible students and graduates have been thinned by enlistments, and 
by theilinduigs of medical boards, but it is equally true that there 
are many gra<luatcs and students holding temporary exemptions 
who arc eagerly M'aiting for the signal announcing the authorization 
of another McGill unit in order that they may offer their' services 
voluntarily. Also, there are many students, not of age under the 
draft regulalion.s, who are anxious to volunteer, but refrain from 
doing so at the desire of parents and others who are not inclined 
to view such action with favour, owing to the lack of suitable units. 

Tlic McGill batteries overseas will need reinforcements, since 
wastage is constantly going on ; and it is evident that McGill has men 
of the right stamp to fill the vacant places. No person who remem- 
bers the recruiting experience of Sir Stopford Hrunton'.s battery 
last year will be disposed to doubt the existence of a sufficient 
number of men to form a reinforcing draft, if not an entire bat- 
tery. If no scheme is forthcoming to attend to this, men eligible 
for service will perforce be obliged to enlist in units where their 
position as University men will not be recognized, and in which 
their cfiiiinnles will Inek that congeniality and good-fellowship 
which has been characteristic of the University tmits already 
raised, 

McGill Daily would commend this matter to the Students' 
Covmcil, to the Military Committee of the University, and to the 
I^oard of Governors. It is a proposal which calls for immediate and 
careful attention, and which, if adopted, will find no slackening of 
effort on the part of those to wbom.a^ appeal will be made.

(CONCLTTDED.) 

For the talaing of tha greatw part 
of the revenue now required the La- 
bor party btoka to the direct taxation 
of the incomes aJmve the necessary 
cost of family maintenance; and, for 
the requisite effort to pay off the na- 
tional debt, to the direct taxation of 
private fortunes both during life and 
at death. The income tax and super- 
tax ought at once to be thoroughly 
reformed in assessment and connec- 
tion, in abatements and allowances and 
in graduation and differentiation, so 
as to levy thé required total sum In 
such a way as to make the real sacrt- 
lice ui all the tax-payers as nearly as 
possible equal. This would involve as- 
sessment by famines instead of by in- 
dividual persons, so titat the burden 
is aUeviated in proportion to the num- 
ber <^ persons to b« main ta in ed. It 
would involve the raising of the pres- 
ent unduly low minimum income as- 
sessable to the tax, and the lighten- 
ing of the present unfair burden on 
the great mass of professional -and 
small trading classes by a new scale 
of graduation, rising from a penny In 
the pound on the smallest assessable 
income up to sixteen or even nine- 
teen shillings in the pound on the 
highest Income of the millionaires. It 
would involve bringing into assess- 
ment the numerous windfalls of profit 
that now escape, and a further dif- 
ferentiation between ssssntlaUy differ- 
ent kinds of income. The excess pro- 
fits tax might well bq retained in an 
appropriate form; whilst, so long as 
mining royalties exist, the mineral 
rights duty ought' to be increased. 
The steadily rising unearned incre- 
ment of urban and mineral land 
ought, by an appropriate direct taxa- 
tion of lund values, to be wholly 
brought Into the public exchequer. At 
the same time, for the iiervice and 
' rnlempllon ot the national debt, the 
'. death duties ought to be regraduatwl, 
much more strictly collected, and 
greatly Increased. In this matter we 
need, in fact, completely to reverse 
our point of view, and to rearrange 
the whole taxation of Inheritance 
from the standpoint of asking what 
Is the maximum amount that any 
rich man should be permitted at death 
to divert, by his will, from the na 
tlonal exchequer, which should nor 
mally be the heir to all private riches 
In excess of a quite moderate amount 
by way of family provision. But all 
this win not suffice. It will be im- 
perative at the eurllesit possible mo- 
ment to free the nation from at any 
rate the greater part of Its new load 
of Interest bearing debt for loons 
which ought to have been levied as 
taxation; and the Labor party stands 
for a special capita^ levy to pay off, 
If not the whole, a very substantial 
part of the entire national debt — n 
capital levy chargeable like the death 
duUes on all property, but (in order 
to secure approximate equality of 
sacrifice) with exemption of the small- 
est savings, and for the rest at rates 
very steeply graduated, so as to take 
only a small contributloit from the 
little people and a very much larger 
percentage from the millionaires. 

Over thU issue of how the financial 
burden of the war Is to be borne, and 
how the necessary revenue is to be 
raised, the greatest political battles 
will be fought In this matter the Ia- 
bor party claims the support of four- 
fifths of the whole nation, for the In- 
teresU of the clerk, the teacher, the 
doctor, the minister of religion, the 
average retail shopkeeper and trader, 
una all the mass of those living on 
small incomes are identical with those 
of the artisan. The landlords, the 
financial magnates, the possessors of 
great fortunes will not, as a class, 
willingly forego the relative Immun- 
ity that they have hitherto enjoyed. 
The present unfair subjection of the 
co-operative society to an excess 
profits tax on the "profits" which it 
has nev«r made— specially dangerous 
as "the tihn edge ot tba wedge" of 
penal taxation of this laudable form 
of democratic enterprise— will not be 
abandoned without a struggle. Every 
possible effort will be made to Juggle 
vkith the taxes, so as to place upon 
the 8h<«ulders of the mass ot labor- 
ing folk and upon the struggling 
holds of the professional men and 
small traders (as was done after ev- 
ery previous war) — whether by cus- 
toms or excise duties, by industrial 
monopolies, by unnecessarily high 
rales of postage and railway fares, or 
by a thousand and one other Ingenious 
devices — an unfair share of the na- 
tional burden. Against these efforts 
the lAbor party wtU take the firmest 
stand. 

The Surpltts far ths Cemmon Ooed. 

In the disposal ot the surplus above 
the standard of life society has hither- 
to gone as far wrong as In Its neglect 
to secure the necessary ttasls of any 

genuine Industrial eff'cieney of decent 
social order. We have allowed the 
riches of our mines, the rental value 
of the lands sui>erlor to the margin of 
cultivation, the extra profits of the 
fortunate capitalists, even the material 
outcome of scientific discoveries — 
which ought by now to have made this 
Britain of our immune from class pov- 
erty or from any widespread destl- 
ttttloB— to ba absorbed by Individual 
proprietors; and then devoted very 
largely to the senaelaaii luxury of an 
:dle rich «ilaas.' Against this missp- 
propriatlon of the wealth of the com- 
munity, the Labor party —speaking in 
the Interesta not of the wage-eamen 
alone, bat of every grade and section 
of producers by band or by brain, 
not to mention also those of the gen- 
erations that are to succeed ua, and of 
the permanent welfare of the commun- 
ity — emphatically protests. One man 
pillar of the house that the Labor par- 
ty intends to build is the future ap- 
propriation of the surplus, not to the 
•p.largement of any Individual fortune, 
but to the common good. It Is from 
this constantly arising, stirplsn (to b« 



secured, on the one hand, by natlon- 
^s a tlon and municipalization, and, 
on the other, by the steeply graduat- 
ed taxation of private income and 
ricltes) that will have to be found 
the new capital, which the commun- 
ity day by day needs for the per- 
petual improvement and increase of 
Its various enterprises, for which we 
shall decline to be dependent on the 
usury exacting financiers. It Is from 
the same source that has to be de- 
frayed the public provision for the 
!-l.ck and Infirm of all kinds (includ- 
ing the maternity and infancy) which 
sttil so 8cand.ilonsly insutflcieni: 
for the aged and those prematurely 
incapacitated by accident or disease^ 
now In many ways so Imperfectly car- 
ed for; for the education alike of chil- 
dren, of adolescents and of adults, in 
which the I^bor party demands a gen- 
uine equality of opportunity, overcom- 
ing aU differences of material cir- 
cutastances; and for the organisation 
of puMic improvements ot all kinds, 
including the brightening of the lives 
of those now condemned to almost 
ceaseless toil, and a great development 
of the means of recreation. From the 
same source must come the greatly 
Increased public provision that the 
lialior party will insist on being made 
for scientific investigation and orig 
inal research, In every branch ol | 
knowledge, not to say also for the 
promotion of music, literature and fine 
art, wbieh have been under capitalism 
80 greatly neglected, and upon which, 
so the Labor party holds, any real de- 
velopment of civilisation ' fundament- 
ally depends. Society, like the indi- 
vidual, does not live by bread alone 
— does not exist only for. perpetual 
wealth production. It la in the pro- 
posal fur this appropriation of every 
suriilus for the common good — In the 
vision of Us resolute use for the 
building up of the community as a 
whole Instead of for the nrngnlficatiun 
of Individual fortunes— that the La- 
bor party, as the party of the pro- 
ducers by hand or by brain, most 
distinctively marks Itself off from the 
older political parties, standing, as 
these dfo, essentially for the main- 
tenance, UntmplUred, of the perpetual 
private mortgage upon." the annual 
product ot the nation that is involved 
In the individual ownership ot land 
and capital. 

The itrMt «f Ts-marraw. 

The house which the Labor party 
Intends to build, tlie four pillars of 
which have now been described, does 
not stand a.lone in the world. Where 
will it be In the street of to-morrow? 
If we repudlate,,9n the one hand, the 
Imperialism thf^- seeks to dominate 
other races, or^^^ impose our own 
will on other pariii)_of the British Em- 
pire, 80 we discittlin equally any con- 
ception of a selfish and insular "non- 
intervënti6nl8m,"V unregarding v. oit .out 
special obligations to our fell(iw-clU- 
zens overseas; of the corporate du- 
ties of one nation to another; of the 
moral claims upon us of the non- 
adult races, and of our own indebt- 
edness to the world of which we are 
part. We look for an ever-increas- 
ing intercourse, a constantly develop- 
ing exchange of commodities, a con- 
tinually expanding friendly cu-upera- 
tlun among all the peoples of the 
world. With regard <o that great 
commonwealth ot ail races, all col- 
ors, all religions and all degrees of 
civilisation, that we call the British 
Umpire, the Labor party stands for 
Its maintenance and its progressive 
developsient on the lines ot local au- 
tonomy and "Home Rule all Round": 
the fullest respect tor the rights of 
each people, whatever its color, to all 
the democratic self-government of 
which It is capable, and to the pro- 
ceeds of its own toll upon the re- 
sources ot Its own territorial home; 
and the closest possible co-operation 
among all the various members of what 
has becomè essentially not an empire 
In the old sense, but a Britannic al- 
liance. 

We desire to maintain the moi<t in- 
timate relations with the Labor par- 
ties overseas, Like them, we have no 
sympathy with the projecu ot "Im- 
perial F^eration," In so tar as these 
imply the subjection to a common 
Imperial legislature wielding coercive 
power (including dangerous facilities 
tor coercive imperial taxation and tor 
enforced military service), either of 
the existing sett-governing Dominions, 
whose autonomy would . be thereby 
invaded; or of the United Kingdom, 
whose freedom of democratic self-de- 
velopment would be thereby hamper- 
ed; or of India and the colonial depen- 
dencies, which would thereby run the 
risk of being further exploited for the 
benefit of a "White Empire." We do 
not Intend, by any such "Imperial Sen- 
ate," either to brins the plutocracy of 
Canada ami South Africa to the aid 'of 
the British aristocracy, or to enable 
the landlords and financiers of the 
mother country to unite in controll- 
ing the growing popular democracies 
overseas. The autonomy ot each self- 
governing part of the X^pire must be 
intact. 

What we loqk for, besides a eon- 
start progresti in democratic self-gov- 
ernment of every part of the Britan- 
nic alliance, and especially In In^la, Is 
a continuous participation of the min- 
isters of the lïomlnion, of India, and 
eventually of their dependencies (per- 
haps by means of their own mini.xtpr.s 
speciit'ly resident in London for thir 
purpose) In the most confidential de- 
liberations of the rabinpt, .so far as 
foreign pf)llcy an'l ImpTinl r.ffalrs 
are roncprned; and the annual assem- 
bly of an Imperial Council, represent- 
ing all constituents of the Hrltannlc 
alliance and all parties in their local 
legi.slaturps, wliioh should discuss all 
mattpr.i cif cornmoii intprpst. but only 
In ord 'i- to make recommendations for 
the simultaneous consideration of the 
various autonomous local legislatures 
of what Bli'juld increasingly take the 
constitutional form of an alliance of 
free nations. And we carry the ld»f<» 
further. As regards our relations to 



fortign ooontrtes. w« disavow and dU- 
daim any desire or intention to dis- 
possess or to impcverlsh any o^her 
state or nation. We seek no increase 
ot territory. We disclaim all idea of 
"economic war." We ourstlvrg objrc 
to all protective customs tariffs: l>.u 
we hold that each nation must b.; '.oft , 
free to do what it thinks best for its 
own economic development, without 1 
thought of injuring; others. We l>e- 
lieve that nations are in no way dam- 
aged by each other's economic prjs- 
perlty or commercial progres.s; but, 
on the contrary, that they are ac- 
tually themselves mutually enriched 
thereby. We would therefore put an 
end to the old entanglements and 
Mystifications of secret diplomacy 
and the formation of leagues against 
leagues. We sliand for the immediate 
establishment actually •« a part of 
the treaty of peace with which the 
present war wiU end, of a universal 
league or society of nations, a super- 
national authority, with an interna- 
tional high court to try all Justiciable 
Issues between nations; an intern.a- 
tlonal legislature to enact ouch com- 
mon laws as can be mutually agreed 
upon, and an International council of 
mediation to endeavor to settle with 
out ultimate conflict even those dis- 
putes which are not Justiciable. Wt 
would have all the nations of the 
world most solemnly undertake ai<d 
promise to make common cause 
against any one of them that broke 
away from this fundamental agree- 
ment The world has suffered too 
much from war for the Labor party 
to have any other policy than that of 
lasting peace. 

[Mere Light— but atss Msra Warmth! 

The Labor party is far from assum- 
ing that It possesses à key to opet. 
all locks; or that any policy which 
it can formulate will solve all the 
problems that beset us. But we deem 
It important to ourselves as well as 
to those who may, on the one hand, 
wish to Join the party, or, on the 
other, to take up arms against it, to 
make quite clear and definite our aim 
and purpose. The Labor party wants 
that aim and purpose, as set forth in 
the preceding pages, with all its 
might. It calls for more warmth in 
politics, for much less apathetic ac- 
quiescence in the miseries that exist 
for none of the cynicism that saps tho 
life of leisure. On the other hand, 
the Labor party has no belief in any 
ot the problems of the world being 
solved by good will alone, . Good. w^U 
without knowledge Is nrarmth With- 
out light Espeolally in all the com- 
plexities pt' politics, in th« ' 4W 
developed science of society, the Im- 
bor party stands tor Increased study, 
tor the scientific investigation of each 
succeeding problem, for the.dellber. te 
organization of refeardi, .and. for s^* 
much more rapid dissemination ji^onff 
^he whole people ot all th*i-_»K:WoSe 
that exists. And It is perhaps spe- 
cially the Labor purty that has ike 
duty of placing this advantjpment 61 
science In the forefront fif Its, poIHIt 
obI programme. What the Labor par-; 
ty stands for in all fields of life ifÇ 
essentially, democratic co-pperatlon; 
and co-operation involves a common 
purpose which can be agreed to; a 
common plan» which can be explaini-<l 
and discussed, and Buch:a mfUMrSfOf 
success in the adaptation^ of mea'mi. to 
ends as will ensure a commpn sa-tlsr 
taction., Ao autocraMo suttan mày 
govern without science if his whim l« 
law. A plutocratic party nmy choose 
to ignore science, if it is heed)e8« 
whether its pretended solutions yt 
social problems that may win politi- 
cal triumphs ultimately succeed or 
fall. But no Labor party can hope to 
maintain its position unless Its pro- 
posals atp, in fact, the outcome of the 
best pollthml science of its time; or 
to fulfil Its purpose unless that sci- 
ence is contlnualy v/resting new fields 
from human ignorance. Hence, al- 
though the purpose of the Labor party 
must by the law of Its being, remain 
for all time unchangid, its policy and 
its programme will, we hope, und<>r- 
go a perpetual development as know- 
ledge grows, and as new phases ot the 
social problem present themselves, in 
a continually finer adjustment of our 
measures to ovr ends. It law Is the 
mother at freedom, science, to the 
Mhor party, must be the parent of 
law.

Tlie Kan- 
ans City Tiroes talks oC such days, 
when "the news spread through the 
old home town that the old weU hau 
developed into i gas well of itre- 
mendous force, which was true with 
the word tremendous eliminated. It 
was a gas well, and another well 
drilled near It also proved to be a 
gasser. The old home town began to 
talk In new language. It began to 
lead a new life. The city council, for 
the first time in Its history, had some- 
thing else to take up besides side- 
walk ordinances and the annual dog 
tax. The mysterious strangers haa 
asked for a franchise, a gas fran- 
chise. One bold spirit in the town 
opened a pluml>er'8 shop. The old 
home town had never seen a vlumb- 
er'a shop before.

It is 
going back to the good old days of 
wood and of coal — and In all the town 
there Is no louder complaint ever the 
situation than the old-fashioned folk» 
who protested so vigorously at first 
dgainst departing from the fires of 
the constitutional fathers."
